| am an attorney and use my Osborne 1 almost 
exclusively as a word processor at the moment, but am 
gtudually building up some other applications, mostly 
in the area of semi-automated practice of law. 
t am technically literate, having, in former 
encarnations, been a Firemans Fund system analyst and 


an ITEK Corp. electronic warfare systems person. 
However, | find that | have very little time to get 
into the guts of things electronic. 

Having said this, | do have one vety low 


level project. Perhaps someone oul there might have a 
useful suggestion on haw best to do this: 

t have un old 3M (Linolex) mag card reader/writer 
that | wunt to interface with my computer. Not as a 
working memory, but just to read a mass of old mag 
curds onto diskette, 

Ay fitsh thought wus that all | needed wus some 
sort vf UART that | could connect to the RS 232 or IEEE 
428 port, but this won't fly us | have too many lines. 
The tinolex has a 50 pin connector with & data read 


lines, 8 data write lines, and 6 control input lines. 
Moreover, ull the vurious status outputs und some 
commund inputs have been multiplexed onte the data 
lines so that combinations of certain letters signify 


various stutus or contro! states. 

While it is undoubtedly possible to unscramble 
the status und command signals from the data with some 
custom software, that would still leave me with six 
unuccounted for command lines. | suspect that | would 


be far. better off undoing the multiplexing at the 
source so ! huve pure data in and out on 16 lines and 
an assortment of status and control functions left 
over. The real job would then be to try to design a 


controtler to take over all the status and command 
functions. Such a controller should not be too — 
ditferent from a disk controller in operating 
principles, so 1! won't be going off inte a total 
terra incognita. 

Any ideus? Does anyone have any well proven 
schemes for interfacing the Osborne 1! to external 


memory? Any suggestions as to which of the two ports 
are safer to tackle und which UARTS to use?

BDOS ERROR ON B. BAD SECTOR 

t um still, hoping that someone will come up wilh 
un answer to the problem mentioned by John Scott in u 
fetter in the October, 1982 FOGHORN. Mr. Scott 
encountered BDOS ERROR ON B: BAD SECTOR messages 
while trying to save WordStar files, and could only get 
rid of them by formatting an empty diskette on drive B:. 

| too have had this problem while saving WordStur 
files, but t actually see it much more often while 
trying to loud saved SuperCulc files back into RAM. 
Like john Scott, ! found that once the error occurs, 
RESET alone does not get rid of it, and all diskettes 
offered to the machine give the same BAD SECTOR 
message. Formatting a diskette in the B: drive and 
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then trying to load the SuperCule file from the blank 
diskette clears the BDOS ERROR und gives me a FILE NOT 
ON DISK messuge. If | then substitute the diskette 
bearing the originul SuperCale file into the B: drive 
und piess RETURN, the file louds propetly and contains 
No ettots, so it's clear that there never was ui “bad 
sector’. tt ussume there is some error in file control 
that leads CP/M to think a good sector is bad. 

Keeping a blank formutted diskette on hand does 
not work. it is necessary tor some reason to go 
Unrough Lhe process of formatting a diskette aach time 
the etter occurs. Recopying my SuperCale diskette from 
the muster hus not prevented racurrence of the problem. 


1 would like to heat trom anyone who hus a 
solution ot explanation for this problem--also, from

A TIP..From the DOGHOUSE

In my workshops and classes | work with ull 
levels of Osborne users, und I've noticed @ few common 
problems thut muny seem to share.

While the O-t is in that upright position, open 
the power access doot, remove the power cord, and plug 
it into the Osborne. Then put a little weight into it 
to insure that the power cod seats properly. 

fou can't imugine how many people try plugging 
that in while the unit's in the standard operating 
position. The muchine slides all over the table, and 
Lhe cord ends up falling oul because it was never Light 
in the first place! Give yourself a break, the Just 
thing any of us need is for that cord to fall out ite 
the middle of an important job. Don't do it the hurd 
wuy ahytore. 

Auothet problem | commonly see occurs when people 
try opening ine tateches white the Osborne is standing 
upright, then lowering the main body of the case while 
the keybourd remains stationury on the tuble. Of 
course anything in the diskette pockets come spilling 
oul onto the tuble and floor, and the main body of the 
machine is often dropped as well. 

Again, the solution is a simple one. Once the 
power cord is tied into the back of your muchine, and 
while the keyboard is still firmly attatched — set the 
Osborne | down, with it's vent and the latches on top, 
hold the keybourd in place with one hand and release 
the latches with the other. Now gently lower the 
keyboard to the table. 

Sometimes the keyboard is a bil light and requires 
a minor tug. Provide this gently, but firmly, and the 
keybourd should readily separate from the rest of the 
unit, 

Notice the three lubs sticking out of the top of 
the keybourd. These hold u patt of the keybourd to the 
main body of the machine while the lutches are hooked, 
aud will mow provide a meuns of securing the Osborne's 
position ulop the keybourd.

Now open the vent on top of your machine by first 
upplying some downward pressure on the knurled part of 
the vent cover aud pushing it to the back of the 
computer. With this over you're now ready to get down 
to some of the eusiet tasks at hand, like using 
WordStur, MBASIC, SuperCalc, und dBASE Ht. 

Putting your muchine away is also easy with the 
help of just a tew tricks. Once the diskettes have 
been removed and power is shut down, genily lift the 
main body of the O-1 from the keybourd and let it rest 
on the table. Make sure the coiled keyboard cable is 
out of the way and that nothing ts plugged into the 
ports. Then, line up the keyboard tabs with the stots 
on the front of the Osborne, insert those tabs in the 
slols, und gently lift the keyboard as if the slots and 
tabs were a hinge.

This isn't the most tlechnicul article Ive ever 
put together, but | think you'll find thut by following 
these suggestions you can cut down considerably on the 
bungs, kerthunks, and crushes when something — is 
dtopped, and on the cursing that happens when a louse 
power cord chouses exactly the wrong moment to stip 
from its testing place in the back of your favorite 
cornputer. Follow theses steps und tmuybe you too can 
stuy out of the Doghouse.

Tip #¢k When using WordStar, the progrum disk 
must be in drive A. Generally you will wish to log 
drive B for uccess to your text tiles. Pressing L at 
the “no-fite” menu produces the prompt 

NEW LOGGED DISK DRIVE (letter, colon, RETURN)? 
This cleurly suggests that you must type B:<RETURN>. 


However, Lhe colon is mot required. A keystroke saved, 
especiully when it requires use of <SHIFT>, is worth 
one "slender point" in my opinion. Naturally, the B 


may be upper- or lowel-case. 

Tip #2: Let's save unother = shifty keystroke.

Tip #4: Whenever you open a disk dtive to change 
disks, Lhat dtive wilt be set to reud-oanly. You cannot 
wile, suve, etuse, or tenume a file on a read-only 
disk. Alt the CP/M > prompt, <CTRL-C> will raset the 
diive to teud-wiite  stutus. When using ABASIC, 
however, <CTRL-C> has unother purpose; it tells MBASIC 
lo quit whatever it is dving and return to the Ok 
prompt. if you sequest MBASIC to SAVE a program on a 
dtive which has bean opened and set to read-only, an 
etror will result und you will probubly lose the 
current vatsion of yout program. To avoid this, use 
the MBASIC command RESET immediately following uny disk 
chunge; al the Ok prompt, simply type RESET.

Tip #5: When using MBASIC with the 52 column 
Osborne | screen, it is convenient to use the command 
WIDTH 52. Then, LISTing a program will cause lines to 


be wrapped ut column 52. The default line width is 72. 
WIDTH is desctibed on p. R-I56, rev. 2/28/62, of the 
Osborne t User's Reference Guide. 

Tip #6: When | scrolled wildly around the spread- 
sheet in SuperCulc, it would occasionally leave garbuge 
on the screan. At a recent FOG meeting where a Sorcim 
tepiasentutive was responding to yuestions, { raised 
this subject. Someone trom the audience advised me to 
use SETUP and toggle AUTO HORIZONTAL SCROLL to OFF. 
Saving this configuration on the SuperCalc program disk 
does indeed solve the problem. Use ot SETUP is 
described on pp. 44 - 45, rav. 2/22/82, ot the 
Osborne | User's Reference Guide.

Review of KIDMATH 1.2 
by Stephen Frederick 


lhis 


Kidmath is ou math remediation program that 
drills, not teaches, the user in simple math operations 
by generating its own problems. This prograrm is 
direcled ut an elementaly school uged user. It does 
however, require the ussistance of an adult. 

When | received my copy ot Kidmath | was impressed 
with the level at which the user's manual wus written. 
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{ feel that even a novice would litte trouble 


tollowing the instullution procedure. 


have 


The manual correctly itlustated the graphics that 
will uppedt upon tha screen when installing the 
progtarm. There was little left to chance. Another 


nice thing is thal [even though] the disks are sealed 
und if, ufter you see what you are getting, you feel 
that it is not what you had in mind, you may return the 
package for a refund. ln olher words you are not 
necessatily stuck. 

The performance of Kidmath was ads advertised. It 
has aided my children. Their progress is measurable. 
The simpla drills have helped their performance in 
school lo the extent that my daughter's teacher mude a 
comment about it at a recent open house. They had 
some troubles becoming accustomed to the menues on the 
scieen, but this was eusily resolved with u simple 
explunation of the Osborne's keybourd. 

Kidmath has also helped my children in becoming 
ucquianted with the Osborne keyboard in general. They 
tow huve a basic understanding of how a computer 
funclions inasmuch us they know what lo expect from the 


Osborne. This is kind of a hidden bonus of the 
program. 
The tegutar drill mode of the program hus a 


Lendency to become ua little boring after a time. The 
hauppy-sud faces simply wear thin. When this point is 
teuched, however, there is another mode called the 
lestyvrewuid tnede which operates differently from the 
huppy¢sad drill mode. Inslead of un endless number of 
ptoblems, the child gets only 20. Euch  cotrect 
tesponse builds t/2uth ot a graphic picture, which 
turns out to be a computer terminal (not vety child- 
tike). At Lhe 2uth cottect response, the gruphic is 
complete und there is also a reward number at the 
bottom of the screen. The uset's manual explains that 
this number is to be used by the purent as a reward 
number in any way desired. The number is always 
different and 1 suspect it is bused on the rundom 
number seed that must be supplied at the start of the 
exetcise. tt is this test/reward mode that maintains 
my children’s interest. | have instituted u system 
where they are building Christmas points with the 
program. 

The error handling ability of Kidmath is superb. 
Each time one of the children typed in the wrong entry 
they were unable to “crash the disc". The = arror 
statemants, however did cause some confusion. 1 was 
asked more than once, "Dad, what did | do?" Most of 
the mistakes were from not entering what the screen 
requested. 

Additionally, the end user's agreement allows the 
purchaser to return their copy of Kidmath, along with 
$2.50, and receive any updates to the program. 

All ia all, | feel that the basic program is well 
written for ils intended purpose. It's worth the price 


of $37.56, becuuse it works.

The Word Plus (TW) by Oasis Systems has proven to 
be un effective spelling checking program although the 
documentulion left me considerably puzzled ut points 
and so far | have turned up a minor bug. 

TW tinds words in your WORDSTAR (WS) text that do 
not conform to its dictionury, and then permits the 
automatic cotrection [T} of these. The single density 
dictionary is 20,000 words, but Oasis promises a 45,000 
word version when double density comes avuilable - no 
extra charge, The dictionary muy be added te and 
specialized, technical dictionuries can be 
aulomaticully built, simply by ceading WS files that 
conluin those words, correctly spelled. TW also con- 
luins a vatiely of "tools® that do word counts, 
fieyuency of use tests, homonym checks and u wide 
ussurtment of other word use functions. Very 
itnpressive and they work. 

The «tinor bug occured when typing in the correct 
spelling ot a wotd NOT found in TW's dictionary. When 
| made a typing error none of the correction methods 
listed would work with my Of By trial and error | 
found out that ¢ could tap return (us if | had antered 
the word correctly), which presents the next misspelled 
word, then "P" (which on the menu meuns "GO BACK TO THE 
PREVIOUS WORD"), then "C", which brings the "CORRECTED 
TO" prompt and a blank tine appears to try again. An 
inquiry to Odsis produced a teply from Bruce Webster 
who acknowledged the problem und gave an easier way. 
(f your buck-arrow or CNTL-U doesn't work (as mine 
didn't) then try CNTL-SHIFT-7. Both that and my round- 
about method will get you a ctean line if you are 
having this problem. 

The documentation matter deals with "How do you 
access TW in the first place?" ! found a neat way, 
told Oasis, only to be otfered an even more complex 


wuy. The documentation here is uwtul. My way goes 
like this. Muke up a disk using PIP that contains the 
tools, TW, SPELL, REVIEW, MARKFIX and AAAINDICT. Have 


WS on drive A und the file you want to check on B. 
duke B the active drive. When you are ready to check 
spelling, go to the "NO FILE" menu and type R to iun a 
program. The COMMAND prompt will uppeur to which you 
simply type IW. Tuke WS out of drive A and teplace it 
with the disk you've «nude ubove containing TW. (Wher | 
wel double density, Il put these together on the same 
disk). Then tap the RETURN key. TW will function and 
al the ead will give you a prompt to return to WS. At 
this point reinsert WS, tap RETURN and you ate right 
buck to WS with B as your uctive drive. When you 
telun to yout tile (DB of WN) you'll find all 
cotrections have been mude automatically. Very slick. 


On the Olympiu connection, € can teport a 
reasonubly successtul installation of the Olympia 
ESIOSKRO typewriter to the Ot using the DATAFACE 


interface board. People buying the cheaper inodels (tol 
etc.) would be quite satisfied, | should think, as the 
interface works perfectly for the features found on the 
lower price units.

POWER..., by Pavel Breder, distributed by 
Computing!, 251 Greenwich St., San Francisco, CA 
94123, is in my opinion all thal the word "powerful" 
implies. t consider myself extremely lucky to huve 
acquired this puckuge ot the Computer Fuire ut 
considerably fess than the list price of $49. To me 
it would have been worth every bit of the list price, 
and | would have paid it gladly. 

Now, what is POWER. .. 7? POWER... is «@ men- 
driven operating system in its own right. The only 
things which it does not duplicate ure some of the 
utilities of CP/M. This program virtually replaces 
PIP. in addition, it provides extensive File and 
Memory tools not availuble in CP/M. POWER. . ., in its 
own right, is a disc doctor, in that you can lest for 
Bud Sectors, and recover duta trom Sectors which are 
not bad. Furthermore, this program will combine bad 
Sectors into a single File, thus allowing the rest of u 
dumaged disc to be used without trouble to the User. 

POWER. . . is, by its own words (and with this | 
fully ugree), User Friendly. Moreover, tt is also 
eltor tolerant. just as an example, where CP/M 
requires a colon after Lhe disc designutor, POWER. . . 
allows a semicolon of a colon, thus eliminating the 
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need to use the shift key. | think this is really 
neatt 

Moteovet, the facilily "TEST" in POWER. . . . fot 
checking discs, und Uheit checksums, is a useful tool 
for vetifying whether you have a good disc of nel; ot 
fot validating a copy of a diskette. 

Finally, POWER. . . hus the tucility of the "tell 
me three times" type, which can be used under several 
different circumstunces when you desire it. This is 
especiully helpful when you eruse Files. In addition, 
aven it you should eironeously eruse «a File, despite 
the toadblocks POWER. uses tv ptolect against such 
ettots, you can still RECLAIM the File if you huve not 
yet overwritten the File, of reformatted the disc. 

lust so that you won't think that | would give a 
whitewush to a = product | think is excellent, | found 
lwo typos in the Munuul for POWER. . Outside of 
that, | found the AAunugl very readable und eusy to 
follow. NOTE: lt have brought the typos, which were 
minor, lo the attention of the Author, 

| have one comment to make. When | received 
Computing!'s other product, called COMAAAND ONE, which 
is in essence an executive interpreter which can 
execule, us u single routine, a File containing a mix 
otf CP/AA und POWER... communds, lo my chagrin, the 
diskette ot COMMAND ONE wus shoved inte my muilbox all 
bent up; the packuge Lhat iL came in being such that 
this wus quite likely to occur, | dowt know whether | 
wus lucky, ot the disketle, by WABASH, is designed to 
luke such ubuse. In any case, it did work! 

le the literature which came with COMMAND ONE, 
there was information that POWER. . . hud been 
upgraded; that with the old diskette of POWER. . ., | 
could get u new diskatie and new documentation. Again 
to my chagrin, the new copy of POWER. . . atrived in 
the same condition as COMMAND ONE! Again, either | was 
lucky, or the WABASH discs cun routinely tuke such 
abuse, because that worked also! However, the only 
documentation which came with the upgrade was a 6K 
listing of the modificutions, and | don't yet have a 
ptinter! |} am in hopes that the Author of POWER. .. 
will re-do his Manual to conform to the tatest veision, 
und pleuse send ime ui copy. At the moment | am 
exlramely frustrated! 

There is mo yuestion but that Ar. Breder came up 
with ao ftitsk cluss product, and excellent documentation 
lo go with ib. However, his methods of subsequent 
updates leuves something lo be desired! | aim hoping it 
is not Computing!'s policy to produce fess than first- 
cluss work, which they have alraudy demonstrated they 
ate capuble of doing.

micro computers, having purchased an Osborne | only 7 
months ugo, my experiences with the application of the 
UBASE Il sotiware hopetully may be of some use to other 
members of FOG. Even one year ago | could not have 
imagined employing u computer to solve the office 
problems | fuce evety duy. But having tuken over the 
one-man office secrelury job fot an international 
soviul-setvice und yogu leaching organization here in 
Germany, | quickly tealized thut even working day and 
night, | could nol gel dene what | had lo do. The 
closest experience | thud hud with intelligent oftice 
equipment wus with our Olivetti daisy-wheel with u 
uboul i609 byle memory. But, starting with the timaly 
donation of un Apple, Lwo drives and a monitor (which | 
almost immediately sold fot the Osbione 1), | jumped 
into u new wotld of supposed problem-solving which 
brought new headaches all ils own. 

il quickly becume apparent that although the Ot is 
by fur the best eyuipped sinull computer uvailuble ut 
the price, still its soflware fills only the  busic 
functions which our office machine had to have. t 
needed u vety comprehensive uddiess-maintenance program 
which could keep basic information about our Society's 
membership. Further{morej, | would need to generate 
lists, muiling labels, und new disk files, requiring up 
lo u muximum of five fields. | saw from the beginning 
that this would be no simple matter because of the 
telalively small storage spece on Ot disk drives; it 
would be necessary to keep euch record length under 200 
bytes although | would need a full 32 fields for each 
record. Obviously, | would have to use a code for each 
watk-group, interast type, or ofganizational function 
in which a member might generully engage him/herself; 
otherwise euch record's length would quickly swell to 
4uu bytes. Single-density blues! 

Well, it might seem that using coded entries 
wherever possible would fill the bill. But | saw that 
there would have to be u pretty sophisticaled ertor- 
trupping method use lo keep those entering duta from 
putling in junk.

But | 
had a friend who had done a bit of programming and 
ussured tne he could hundle what | wanted to gat done. 
Before going farther, this may be the tight place 
to give a short outline of the features of JBIl from 


the eyes of u tyro. DB's basic capucity (so it seems 
in the beginning) is to be uble to create data base 
tiles (with three lypes of fields hurmeric, 
alphanumeric, and logical) with a maximum of 32 fields 
per tecord (mux. length of euch field is 254 bytes) 
und a tnuximum tecotd Jength of ovo bytes (regardless 
of whether euch tecord hus t or 32 fields). These data 
buse tiles ure not only eusy to create, but there is an 
excellent attay of buill-in communds for changing, up- 
dating, appending data, searching for flelds, 
displaying, isting, and deleting the contents of the 
fields as well us changing the structure of the files 
themselves under the control of various criteria which 
the user can freely stipulate. But although these 
files und their contents can be quickly manipulated and 
utilized, one soon reulizes thut the sought-after goul, 
a simple-to-use but powerful and comprehensive uddiess 
program, is quite another matter. 

To actually create useful programs, dB has a 
complete (I guess one would say) ‘interpreter bused’ 
command language of which the above-mentioned data file 
commands are only a small but important part. One must 
pructically program with this structured command 
lunguage, creating command files which actually carty 
out the applications for which the data base files 
remuin the repositories of data. With approx. 67 
commands (depends on how you count ‘em up), $5 
functions, a built-in report form genetating and dala 
entry mask utility, a complete set of logical us well 
us the most basic arithmetic operators, the neophyte 
has detinitely entered deep wuter when he/she simply 
tries to whip up un upplication. ¢ seon found that my 
computer friend even wusn't up to creating the 
solutions that | had envisioned. But a great stroke of 
luck cume--un extremely experienced programmer (having 
worked for yeurs as a COBOL programmer in consultation 
lo the Notwegiun government) agreed to help ime, or | am 
ufraid dB's $425 price would have hud to be written off. 

The progrummet hud also been making applications 
fot vutious companies in Oslo, and his firm had 
considered using dBASE for awhile for their work on 
inicros. Bul they had given it up. For, although you 
tun save uw good deal of time in creating an upplication 
with uBASE, in pructice they found that dBASE 
upplicalions tun vety slowly. Individuul commands, 
typed directly in ate quickly execuled, as dB itself is 
written in inachine code; however, the command files, 
creuted from the dB programming language, run quite 
stow since they must be interpreted into machine code 
before they can be executed. | found that the execution 
of the Osborne General Ledger program, written in 
CBASIC, is significuntly faster. 

Second, as dB uses basically a structured 
languuge, the maxitnum efficiency in programming can 
best be reulized if one creutes a number of sub-files 
which ure opened and executed by other controlling 
files ut points of logical decision in the program 
(corresponding to GOTO and GOSUB in BASIC) Instead of 
using one long file which is at best much harder to 
write und to debug. But the O1 just doesn't play 
along. When all of the files of dBASE ure present on 
the left-hand drive (the tight hand one Is usually 
used for the dutu files) one haus only 30 kbytes left 
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for the command tiles of the application, As well, the 
single deusity Ol files take up a minimum of 2 kbytes 
of dise space. Can you imugine how much | pined for 
double-densily (und stil! must today, as it costs a 
minimum of $350 over here!) We ended up having to cut 
out every one of the dBASE fl .COM (machine code) files 
possible. Ashton-Tate, in reply to my questions about 
this problem, sent me the following description of the 
UBASE files and their functions to aid me in my 
"triage" of the COM files to find the bare-bones 
necessary ones.

We found that the ZIP program (a screen-oriented 
utility for writing the command files which create the 
duta-entry and print-out inasks) was not so useful. One 
could quickly learn to write the commands for the masks 
using a very powerful feature of dBASE which allows 
text to be displayed or variables to be input from any 
point on the screen merely by stipulating the x and y 
cootdinates of the start of the desired location. 

One of the biggest headaches with writing an 
application (| watched my programmer friend go through 
this) was that the command files all have to be written 
with a text editor ("N" function on Wordstar), then 
DBASE.COM hus to be executed before one can run the new 
command — files. The buffer for the MOD.OVR is too 
sinall, we found, to be able to change ones bigger than 
the smallest files (remember, a single-density Ot user 
hus to keep the file number down). Thus the programmer 
will get tennis elbow swapping disks to edit and try 
oul the command files; this problem will, again, go 
with DOensity, since all the WordStar files, as well us 
UBASE, can reside on the sume disk.

This little article can hardly begin to describe 
the qualities of such a many-sided program like dBASE 
¥. $ am basically very pleased with the address data 
base (and nice General Ledger program with custom-made 
etror-trapping of transaction entries) which were 
written for my office using dBASE. But | have no 
illusions that without an experienced programmer to 
take cure of the matter, it would have been a different 
story. 1 couldn't whole-heurtily recommend dBASE WW to 
another Osborne user unless he/she has double density, 
is tather experienced in programming with structured 
lunguuges, und hus no need for a vety snuppy- 
functioning application when all the coding is done. 
MAuny professional programmers (1 tuve heard) also 
object that aflar they have written a good application, 
euch of theit clients must buy their own copy of dBASE 
(a vopy is licensed for only one computer) before they 
can tun the application's command _ files.

After you get fumiliar with your O-!, waiting for 
Plogiams to load becomes very tedious. The time 
teyuired for the AUTOST.COM (Big O und program name) 
just adds to the misery. | have tried various ways to 
cul this time. | ttied Jim Wooley's idea of using 
SUBMIT.COM, but that actually took longer than AUTOST

Usually when describing MBASIC programs in a 
DISK.DOC file, | suggest the following procedure for 
use of such programs:

Keeping the AMBASIC.COM file on a separate disk 
avoids the need to PIP it to all disks containing .BAS 
files. With —.BAS files in drive B, logging onto B 
first avoids the need to reference B: with euch file- 
name at MBASIC's Ok prompt. It has been pointed out to 
me that the procedure described above can leud to 
confusion if the operator performs a cold boot (RESET- 
RETURN) with the MBASIC disk in drive A, since AUTOST 
will initiate MBASIC bypassing the A> prompt and going 
directly to the Ok prompt. In this case, the command 
SYSTEM will go back to the A> prompt, or the operator 
might choose to eliminate AUTOST.COM or to boot using u 
CP/M disk. However, effective this month | um 
modifying the procedure to suggest that MBASIC.COM be 
in drive B with .BAS files in drive A. This should be 
less confusing as well as simpler.
